With regard to the. confusion 
belween pennies aud florins (we ‘cannot 
agree that a half-crown is so liable to. share 
in this) he proposes'to surround the figure 
of Britannia on the penny with a rep? in 
relief, quite Suggestive, and at the same 
time tangible, Floral designs embossed on 
the florin also natiirally suggest themselves; 
but these raised patterns would, we fear, 
‘gun disappear by abrasion, even if raised 
far beyond the point now in vosue.

PRINCE HOHENLOHE AND THE TSAR. 

The entry of Soptamber Sth, 1896, deals with 
tho visit of the Tsar tothe Emperor at Beovlau, 
Tn a conversation which the Prices: bad wit 
Count Osten-Sacken, Russian Ambassador “dn 
Borlin, and M, Shishkin, then in charge ¢f 
Roasian forcign affairs, the Near Easter 
question waa discussed. Shishkin began by 
oxpreasing bis joyful satisfaction with: the 
uvanimity of the Great: Powers. It waa duc 
to this unanimity thet the English intriznes 
hed bad no succors, Tho slightest “ fissure” 
would have boon taken. advantage of bythe 
English against the Turks. In dealing with 
the Sultan, too, the Powers could not hold too 
closely together, The Sultan constantly 
speculated updn dissopsions among the Powara. 
Shishkin declared himself in favour of main- 
taining the status quo. This was also the view 
of his Sovereigy.. He was most deferential, 
and finally commonded himself to my gooi 
will. At the State dinner in the orening the 
Tsur replied to the Emperor's toast with tho 
assurance “qu ‘il otait avimé des memes sen- 
timenta da tradition” na the Emperor William.

“Ou my men- 
tioning that England had already guaranteed 
this, he oasonted. aud then let the eubject drop. 
Tho Tear said that the chief things ha hed in 
view weye Russian policy in East Asia and tho 
completion of the Siberian Railway. Japan was 
ariniog ata great rate. ‘I’ ay had no money, 
however, iu Japan, although’ at present the 
Chinese war indemnity supplied thom with 
resources, When these were oxhaua‘od, he could 
not think how they were going to complete their 
wilitary preparations. Besides, they wou'd take 
years todo it, and by that time the Siberian 
Railway would bo ready, aud then Russia yonld 
bo in s position ‘do faire face i toutes éven- 
tualilés,’ Reverting to English polioy, the Tsar 
remarked that he had ben told that England 
contemplated bringing Africa from the Cape to-

Paria apponred to me to bo. ‘inevitable.” He 
Jaid stress upon tho fact that ha had declined 
to put up at the Quai d’Orsay-or aaywhero elke 
in Paris, He was going to stay at his own 
Ymabnssy, like all bis prodecossors, he Embasey 
was his own property, and in Bexl-n, ton, he 
would have stayed at the Embassy.

We should ba 
abla to beat her even if she had: the English 
on her side.” Again at Varzin, on Novembor 7th,

maintain a benevoleut attitade towards the 
Ropublie, and that she could “ quietly bok on 
when the English and the French locomotives

1883, Prince Bismarok narrated at Friedtiohergh 
that he had recently had a visit from Mukhtar 
Pashs, who wanted him to uao his inflaonco 
against British oncroachmonts on ‘Turkey.

Makhtor that “the Tacks should apply to Frauce 
shoot Egypt," In Bulgaria they should help 
thomeelyos, and if the English bothored them 
abont Armenia they should envoyer promenar the 
English—a phrase which Prince Biamarok thon 
paraphrased inlo.a very coarso one. Tho Turk 
saw the force of what ho said, 9 a this occasion 
Biamarok spoke of Gladetone as an orator, bat 
a stupid fellow,” In August, 1884, Princo 
Hohonlohe gives in a short nota the particulars 
of the Fronoo-Gorman rapprochement undor the 
auspioes of Furry, “tn the Wost African ques- 
tion there will be common action, ag likeswiaa- 
with regard to varions Egyptian questioas, such 
as the quarantine, the Suez Canal, tho Liguida- 
tion Commisston, &o," On Novombor 2nd, 1884, 
Prinoa Hoheulohe lad an andioncs of the old 
Emperor William, who * spoke of the good rela- 
tions with Franes and vmiled, He then referred 
to England, ond Inraouted the Radical tendencies

They ambody 
a consensus of testimony that Lhe moat porsistont 
advocate of a breach with Russia was Count 
Walderseo, who is deseribad a3 vain and reckloaa 
and.as thirstiag for military glory, At Frie- 
drichsruh on Decembar 14°b, 1839, Bist wek gaid 
that war was improbab'e,-and he. added the 
curious remark, ‘ff there ia war, it remains 
\verg doubtfal whother at its clos: we shall by 
able ag one of the conditions of peace to insiat 
upon Russia’s changing the principles of har 
intorcal xdministration.” Bismarck thought 

| that, if Garmapy could ouly secure'the first 
suovossos in tho-war, she ought at once to come 
to forms with Russia, But she als» talke of a 
defeat of Russia, which’ might be followed by 
tho restoration of the kingdom of Poland. All 
that, however, was vory far off, Waltoraoo 
wauted war becausa he was growing old, It 
was foolish to suppose that Waldorses could ever 
become Chancellor. He was even unfit to be 
Chief of the Steff, and Moltlka had only pre- 
ferred him to Caprivi ond himself bacaase he 
could do what he liked with him. That was a°
